by the Pinkerton agency offering a re- 
ward for the arrest of Boca! and Weeks. 
The letter follows:

DEAB em:—On Friday the 13th I re- 


ceived n circular describing a murder and 
giving n description of the supposed mur- 
derers, also their photos. On Saturday 
evening the two identical persons came 
into my office asking for work. They had 
the appearance of having had a rough time j 
in tramping. They saw the notice of the 
crime and left very quietly oiid, I being 
very busy at the time, did not recogniz 
them. Shortly after, one of them came in 
and quietly stole the notice and left. 


They certainly were the parties who 


were reported and described in the notice. 
No mistake about that. I had forgotten 
what murder case the notice referred to 
but had the impression it was one in your 
town. We have been trying to catch the 
men bufc so for have been unable to locate 
them. I was in hopes the circular was 
from you and you could supply me- with 
another as it would be a great help to the 
officers.

MEMORABLE SCENE. 


The Kidnapped Albany Boy Found. 


Driven Through the City's 


Streets. 
Death Planned. 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 19.—There was a 


memorable scene, and one long to be 
remembered, enacted on the streets of this 
city today. Albany's Charley Ross coae 
\vas solved and the kidnapped child 
driven through the main -street of the 
city. Five-year old John Conway, who 
'has been at the mercy of kidnappers since 
-Monday morning, was returned to his 
parents shortly after 9 o'clock today 
through the efforts of private detectives 
and reporters in tha 
employ of The 


Argus. 


;• The child was abducted by his cncle> 
(Joseph Hardy and H. G. Blake. Hardy 
had been placed under arrest, but Blake 
escaped from his captors and ia being 
pursued by a squad of police. 
. Early yesterday morning clue was se 
cured that a relative of Mr. Conway had 
soiae connection with the kidnapping, 
and an investigation of the character and 
reputation of Hardy strengthened the be- 
lief that if the Conway child was to be re- 
stored it, would be through information 
given by this relative. 


Slowly but surely the chain of evidence 


was made against him and early this 
morning it was believed that Blake B'as 
bis companion in the crime. Blake Was 
found and taken to the Argus 
office 


with Hardy at 4 o'clock this morning. 
He was indirectly accused of knowing 
where the child was, btit was deeply af- 
fronted and apparently offended at such 
suggestion. He was pressed closely and 
never given an opportunity to concoct or, 
enact a scheme whereby ho could throw 
his accusers off' track. 


After throats had failed he was offered 


a big ransom to tell anything ho knew 
about the kidnapping. 
Accordingly he 


piloted a party ot Argus men some five 
miles out into the country where he left 
'them and in a short time returned with 


the boy in his arms. He was given a 
stuffed pocket book for his ransom and an 
effort was made to arrest him. When he 
saw that he had been trapped he pulled a 
revolver, flred four shots and broke away 
from his captors, who did not pursue him 
but drove immediately to city with the 
boy. 


Their drive through the city will long 


be remembered. Driving down State 
street at a few minutes before 9 o'clock 
when throngs o( people were on the 
streets, the little fellow was hold high 
in the air and h!s rescuers shouted: 
"We've got him'." In less than a second 
the crowd realized what "We got him" 
meant and an uproaroua shout went up. 
Men, 
women, and children followed the 


wagon with shoals of ioy to the Argus 
office where little Johnnie Conway was 
placed in the window for the benefio of 
the joyous crowds. 


Ten minutes later he was receiving lov- 


ing embraces and fond kisses from his 
liiother, who rejoiced as if one from the 
grave had been restored to her. In fact, 
neighbors for blocks around who have 
been in sympathetic mourning with the 
parents of the boy since his mysterious 
disappearance were overcome with joy at 
his return. 


Make, who will probably soon be 


brought to bay bj' the police, did not 
openly confess that he kidnapped the 
boy, but claimed that he knew the party 
who knew where the boy could be found. 


Hardy told the chief of police this morn. 


ing that when the search became hot 
Blake urged that as the boy would betray 
them they had better get rid of him. 
Finally it was agreed last night that they 
would either drown bim or drop him from 
a railroad train, but the careful watch ot 
the police prevented the carrying out of 
the plan. The Conway boy thus escaped 
the supposed fate of Charley Ross.

A man who gave the name of A. Clark 


and who so registered at tho Mansion 
house visited this city Wednesday and 
according to his story was iu very 
straitened circumstames. Ho was accom- 
panied by his wife and two children aad 
was on his way from Baltimore to Can- 
ada to accept a position in a large shoe 
establishment. 
While in the city he 


braved the anger ol tho law, experienced 
the relenting of a chief official, suffered 
from the viciousness of a dog and seemed 
in general to be a foot ball of fate. 


Mr. Clark, it was learned, made his way 


from Adams to this city through the kind- 
ness of C. T. Plimkctt. When he arrived 
here he registered at rh? Mansion and set 
out to hunt up some friends. As he states 
it he was on his way from Baltimore and 
had purchased his tickets almost through 
to his destination, intending to go by 
steamer from Boston. On hie inland trip 
he lo it his pocket book which contained 
his tickets and the larger part of his 
money.

unsuccessful as he was In Springfield, 


What to do was the problem. He had 


just ?2 in his pocket, a hotel bill to pay 
and Albany, N, Y., the nearest point 
where he could reach a irieud. He had 
telegraphed to friends to send him money, 
but was disappointed in every instance 
and was quite dispirited Wednesday after- 
noon when he reached the police station, 
willing to heg to be relieved. 


Chief Kendall was np stairs when the 


man went i.''o the station. He was shown 
up to the chief to whom he told his story. 
He selected what has already been given 
in this article and asked tue chief if he 
would advance him enough money to pay 
his way to Albany. He told the chief 
that Landlord Ryan, when he heard his 
slory, wasgood enough to hang up his 
board bill nnd wait until he could reach 
Canada and earn the money to settle it. 
Chief Kendall directed Mr. Clark to go to 
City Almoner Woodhead and Mr. Clark 
raised his hat and left. 


It is necessary for Chief Kendall to look 


at the other Bide of moat things that come 
to his notice and when Mr. Clark left the 
chief thought it well to investigate a lit- 
tle. He communicated with Tue Mansion 
and got some information there. Then he 
learned that Mr. Clark had come from 
Adams and he was told Clark had been 
given quite a sum of money in that town. 
The evidence went to show that Mr. Clark 
was not as ho had represented himself 
and Chief Kendall promptly startod for 
the city hall to have another talk with 
Clark. 
When the chief reached tho city 


hall, Almoner Woodhead was just making 
it plain to Mr. Clark that the city could 
give him no assistance and his case would 
come under neither st»te or city help.

But Mr. Clark met thta accusa- 
tion. He asked permission to ezpose the 
dog bite and die1, showing a bad cauterized 
wound on the leg. Thon Mr. Clark gave 
his version of the incidents Chief Kendall 
had heard about r.nd the chief carne to 
the conclusion that the man was all right. 


Chief Kendall then took compassion on 


the man and did a manly act. Mr. Clark 
had just 52 and it required $2.90 to pay 
his wife's fare and his own to Albany, the 
children riding free. Mr. Kendall hand- 
ed the man a dollar and wished him a 
safe and less trying passage to Canada. 
Mr. Clark warmly and thankfully shook 
the chief's hand and said, "Chief, you 
may doubt me, but three months ago I 
never expected to be in a difficulty like 
this. If it wasn't for my wife and chil- 
dren I wouldn't care."
